State Statute Requires Doctors and 


Pastors to Record Deaths, Mar- 


rlagesand Births. 


A number of pastors and doctors 


violate the state laws by falling 
to 


file with the register of deeds certi- 
ficates of deaths, births and marriag- 
es within a period of thirty days af- 
ter tho same have accurred. 


Section 4.(i08b, of tho 
Wisconsin 
statutes, relating to notices of births 
and burial permits, reads as follows: 


"Any person who shall wilfully vi- 


olate any of the provisions of section 
1023a or 1024. or 'Who shall neglect 
or, refuse to make any certificate re- 
quired 'by said sections to be made, 
or falsely make any- Biicli-cortlllcatu, 
cr knowingly make any false . state- 
ment In such certificate shall be pun: 
Ished by a ,flne of not less than $10 
nor. more than- $50 for each 
offense 


o- by Imprisonment 
In the county 


Jail for a period 
of not less 
than 


Jhlrty days nor more than sixty days, 
or by. both such fine and Imprison- 
ment."

^Pomeroy, Ohio, Oct. 27.—After a

and thence to the fair grounds for 
some one who could.open the vault. 
It was shown to the grand jury that 
»t least half a dozen men were sitting 
in front of the court house all fore- 
noon oh Sept 9, and saw no strangers. 


As soon as the indictment against 


Chase was reported the grand jury 
resumed its Investigation on the the- 
ory that there was at least on(j, prob- 
ably two, confederates, on to turn the 
combination on the vault door on the 
outside, ami possibly another keeping 
•watch outside of the building. 


Chase comes of good. family. Is 50 


years old. has a wife, two sons and 
one daughter, the younger son. Guy, 
being deputy treasurer. He Is a mem- 
ber of the Methodist church, a leader 
In Sunday school' work,' a prominent 
•Mason, and was never before suspect- 
ed of/ wrongdoing. He has been fall- 
ing rapidly Blnce the grand jury has 
for weeks been calling witnesses In 
his case and seems on the point of ut- 
ter collapse.'.

that.dssplte the opposition from vari- 
ous rources child 'labor in the United 
States is increasing. 
According to 


these figures every fifth child In tho 
country between the ages of 10 and 
15 years is a" breadwinner. Of these 
Juvenile. wage earners every third 
child is tt^glrl. 


There are 1,750,178 children regular- 


ly employed. 
This is an increase of 


33 1-3 per cent In ten years. Alabama 
has the highest percentage of 'child 
labor, finding work for 27.2 per cent 
of her children, while Massachusetts 
has the lowest-having only 5 per cent 
of her. Juvenile population, at work. 
Or all the.children employed 26.1 per 
cent are boys, and 10.2 per .cent are 
girls. In all,of the southern states 
the percentage of children employed 
is high. It Is also high In the western 
•tales and remarkably low In the east. 


The number of children employed In 


1880 was I,118,3n6, or 16.8 per cent of 
the entire child population, but in 1900 
the percentage was 18.2.
